S’O^ 1463(E). Whereas, vide notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Road Transport and Highways number S.O. 465 (E), dated the 
26 th April, 2002, issued under section 11 of the National Highways Authority of 
India Act, 1988 (68 of 1988) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the 
Central Government entrusted the stretch from Km 220.00-Km 580.00 
(Chittorgarh - Kota - Baran - Rajasthan/ Madhya Pradesh Border Section) of 
National Highway No 76 in the State of Rajasthan to the National Highways 
Authority of India (hereinafter referred to as the Authority); 

And Whereas, pursuant to the powers conferred by section 14 of the said 
Act, the Authority has entered into an agreement with M/s Kota Baran Tollway 
Private Limited having its registered office at 414, Sahajanand Arcade 132 Feet 
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Ring Road Opposite Helmet, Traffic Police Circle Mamnagar, Ahmedabad 
380052) for operation and maintenance of Kota -Baran section from km 
388.263 to 492 .322 including Baran bypass from km 443.170 to km 458.170, 
the approximate cost of which is rupees Ninety Two crores on National 
Highway No. 76 in the State of Rajasthan (hereinafter referred to as the said 
section) on Operate, Maintain and Transfer (OMT) basis. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 8A of the 
National Highway Act, 1956, read with the National Highways Fee 
(Determination of Rates and Collection) Rules, 2008 and in supersession of the 
notifications number S.O 2529(E) dated 5 th October, 2009 and S.O 1849(E) 
dated 28 th July, 2009, except as respects things done or omitted to be done 
before such supersession, the Central Government hereby notifies that there 
shall be levied and collected fees, on the mechanical vehicles, specified in 
column 2 of the following Table I and Table II, at the base rate specified in 
column 3 thereof, for the use of the said section and authorises the said 
Concessionaire to collect and retain the actual fee on and from the date of 
commercial operation or publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, 
which ever is later, till the termination date, namely:-
